night we read that residents of the 
Columbus road area appeared bc-

& light plant would extend electric 
lines to that section. 


The municipal plant has a fran- 


chise to do business within a seven- 
mile radius of the city. In recent 
years the city 
government 
has 


taken a progressive attitude toward 
rural electrification, but it wasr. t 
always that way. This is the story 
of the seven-mile rural franchise— 


The Star had pushed editorially 


for expansion of the city's rural 
lines more than a decade ago. the 
only out-of-town service then being 
to the Fruit & Truck Branch Ex- 
periment Station and a short ways 
out the Rosston highway. Citizens 
of Spring Hill, Patmos, Columbus 
and other rural communities ap- 
peared 
before 
the 
council 
and 


asked for help. But the city had no 
state franchise to operate outside 
its own boundaries—and there was 
a feeling among many townsmen 
that (he municipal plant belonged 
exclusively to the citizens o£ Hope. 
So nothing was done about obtain- 
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ing a state franchise to do business I gust.

that resistance to high prices had 
reduced sales sharply.

Encephalitis means 
inflamma- 


tion of the brain. There are several 
varieties, 
but 
one 
of the 
best 


known has frequently been called 
American sleeping sickness because 
many of its victims have shown a 
tendency to sleep, sometimes for 
months or even years at a time. 


All forms on encephalitis are 


caused by viruses, tiny living bod- 
ies too 
small 
to see under the 


ordinary microscope. They carry 
such strange naines as Japanese 
type B encephalitis, St. Louis type 
encephalitis,.'Australian X disease, 
and Russian spring-summer 
en- 


cephalitis. Some of these may be 
caused by the same virus, but re- 
search workers are still somewhat 
uncertain about their relationships. 


Epidemics Occur 
The "sleeping-type" of encepha- 


litis 
often appears in ••mall epi- 


demics. The most constant symp- 
toms during the early stages ar" 
headache, and 
disturbances 
in 


sleeping and vision, such as blur- 
ring of sight or seeing double. 


After passing through the acute 


stage, a chronic phase is recog- 
nized. This is a progressive con- 
dition and the outlook is not good. 
There is unfortunately no serum 
or drug which can be used suc- 
cessfully to combat, this condition. 


A somewhat similar 
situation 
exists with the other forms of 
brain 
inflammation, 
although in 
.some of them complete recovery 
can take place. Horses -.Uso con- 
tract at least two forms of en- 
cephalitis and certain kinds of 
mosquitoes transmit these 
virus 


infections to human beings. 


Fortunately, 
all forms 
of en- 


cephalitis are rather rare, except 
for occasional edidemics. Preven- 
tion and treatment leave muc.n to 
be desired, 
and, consequently, a 


great deal of research work on 
this subject is now going forward. 
More is needed.

He had been tortured, strangled, 
and 'shot twice through the head. 
His natty blue1 gabardine suit was 
torn and 'mud-soaked. Authorities 
believed he had been tied to the 
bumper of the car and dragged 
along a gravel road. 


Today ,he lay on a morgue slab in 


his ''ultimate destination during a 
long career of banditry and racke- 
teering,.that .began when he was a 
kid in Chicago's West Side slums.

needs time to consolidate her ill- 
got gains. So far as Western Eu- 
rope is concerned, Moscow has lost 
much of the strength she had ac- 
quired in Italy and France before 
Uncle Sam jumped into the breach 
with Ihe Marshall Plan. 


Then there's another aspect to the 


Russian position. Moscow recently 
has intensified its drive to com- 
muni/.G the Far Easl and this of- 
fensive in many instances is in the 
nature of rebellious upheavals in- 
spired by Red agents. An Asiatic 
Cominform 
(General 
Staff 
for 


World Revolution) has been estab- 
lished at Bangkok, Siain, 
for 
di- 


rection of activities in Burma, In- 
donesia. Siam, Korea 
and 
many 
oilier zones. 


Intensification of activities in the 
Orient might fit in wilh a willing- 
ness to slack off in Europe, so as 
to avoid a general engagement 'on 
two 1 routs. However, that's a mai- 
ler of speculation, since the Bol- 
shevist strategy may 
contemplate 


taking the great risk of creating 
as widespread disorganization 
as 
possible. 


So far as a European truce is 


concerned, undobutedly much will 
depend on how strong Russia feels 
she is among the satellite stales of 
Eastern 
Europe. 
There 
would 


seem to be where much of her dan- 
tier 
lies. 
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
